On  this  campus  people 
know  each  other,  they 
care  about  what  happens 
to  others,  they  put 
themselves  out  working 
to  build  up  what  we 
have  in  common. 


During  the  past  few  months,  the  college  has  been  conducting 
market  research  studies.  We  have  asked  a  large  number  of 
Lenoir-Rhyne  College  students  and  alumni  to  tell  us  why  they 
chose  L-R  to  be  their  college. 

A  number  of  answers  recurred  often  from  "academic  excellence"  to 
certain  strong  programs  to  our  being  a  college  of  the  church.  The  most 
common  response,  however,  was  the  "friendly  atmosphere"  of  the 
campus. 

1  know  it  sounds  presumptuous  of  me  to  say  so,  but  I  think  our 
respondents  have  chosen  the  wrong  word  for  what  they  have  found 
here.  L-R  has  much  more  than  a  friendly  atmosphere;  it  has  community. 

Community  is  difficult  to  recognize  and  to  name.  It  occurs 
infrequently  in  our  contemporary  society  A  society  that  is  rushed, 
stressed,  isolationist  and  mediated  more  by  high-tech  contact  than  by 
face-to-face  interaction.  So  we  may  not  know  it  when  we  see  it. 

But  the  community  here  should  not  be  mistaken  for  some  simple 
veneer  of  friendliness.  On  this  campus  people  know  each  other,  they 
care  about  what  happens  to  others,  they  put  themselves  out  working  to 
build  up  what  we  have  in  common. 

Like  living  with  people  related  by  blood  or  marriage,  living  in 
community  is  tough  work.  It  is  even  tougher  because  those  other  bonds 
are  not  there  to  impel  one  to  stick  it  out  and  try  hard  to  succeed. 

The  impetus  at  Lenoir-Rhyne  College  comes,  I  believe,  from  the 
historic  culture  of  the  college  based  in  our  foundation  in  the  church. 
The  Gospel  injunction  that  we  love  one  another  after  the  model  of  Jesus 
Christ  underlies  the  institutions  mission  and  approach.  It  is  more  than 
just  words  here;  it  lives. 

I  do  not  want  to  give  the  impression  that  this  is  a  perfect  community. 
Here  too,  like  everywhere,  people  are  careless  of  each  other,  unkind, 
and  thoughtless  at  times.  But  still,  over  and  under  it  all,  there  is  a 
commitment  to  make  community  real  and  make  it  work. 

Given  the  tremendous  need  in  our  world  for  persons  skilled  in  and 
committed  to  community,  this  atmosphere  is  a  critically  significant  part 
of  what  it  means  to  be  educated  at  Lenoir-Rhyne.  Colleges  are  not  all 
the  same;  I  am  pleased  that  this  is  one  of  the  distinctive  elements  of 
education  here.

Filling  the  vacancy 
temporarily  will  be  Anita  Johnson  Gwin  of 

Augsburg  College  in 
Minneapolis. 

President  Ryan 
LaHurd  said,  "Dr. 
Lewis  has  served 
the  college  well,  and 
he  will  be  missed  by 
faculty,  staff  and 
students.  He  has 
done  much  to  bring 
about  innovative 
programs  to  make 
the  campus  a  more 
global  community  of  learning,  most 
notably  his  annual  work  study  programs  to 
Central  and  South  America." 

Lewis  joined  L-R  in  f  984  and  is 
responsible  for  student  programming 
including  residence  life,  student  activities, 
counseling,  career  services,  leadership,  and 
international  and  minority  student 
support.  He  holds  a  B.A.  degree  from 
UNC-Chapel  Hill  and  a  masters  of  divinity 
from  Duke  University.  He  earned  a  Ph.D. 
in  curriculum  and  instruction/social 
studies  education  at  Florida  State 
University. 

LaHurd  said  Gwin  will  be  "on  loan" 
from  her  position  as  assistant  academic 
dean  for  academic  advising  at  Augsburg 
and  is  to  remain  at  L-R  through  the  1 997 
spring  commencement. 

At  Augsburg, 
Gwin  coordinates 
the  colleges  General 
Education  Skills 
Assessment  pro- 
gram and  is  an 
expert  on  programs 
to  prevent  and  deal 
with  sexual  harass- 
ment on  college 
campuses.  As  vice 
president  and  dean 
of  academic  affairs, 
LaHurd  worked  with  Gwin  before  coming 
to  L-R  in  1994.  Gwin  is  a  Ph.D.  candidate 
in  higher  education  policy  at  the  Univer- 
sity of  Minnesota.  She  holds  an  M.A.  in 
counseling,  guidance  and  personnel 
services  and  a  B.A.  in  political  science  from 
the  University  of  South  Dakota.

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Fire  guts  rooms,  leaves  Bibles 


Peter  Policke  of  Deland,  Fla.  will  always 
remember  what  he  was  doing  when 
the  fire  alarm  sounded  May  5,  1996. 
The  graduate  student  and  residence 


Morgans  damaged  exterior 


assistant  at  Morgan  Residence  Hall,  says 
he  was  studying  at  1:15  a.m.  when  he 
smelled  smoke,  ran  up  to  the  second  floor 
and  saw  an  orange  glow  around  a  door  in 
the  hallway. 

"I  ran  down  to  the 
resident  directors  apartment 
and  said,  This  ones  for  real, 
call  the  fire  department,'" 
Policke  recalled.  "Then  I  ran 
back  upstairs  to  get  the  guys 
out." 

No  one  was  hurt  in  the 
blaze  which  destroyed  two 
rooms.  Morgan  Hall  houses 
about  150  freshman  men  as 
well  as  offices  for 
occupational  therapy. 
Damage  is  estimated  at 
$125,000. 

"So  often  it's  a  thankless 
job,  but  later,  this  one  guy 
came  up  to  me  and  said, 
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'Hey  man,  thanks  for  getting  me  up.  You 
were  looking  out  for  me.'  That  means  a 
lot,"  Policke  says. 

Though  the  heat  in  the  student  rooms 
was  intense  enough  to  melt  computers 
and  TV  sets,  two  Bibles  were  unscathed. 
In  the  room  where  the  fire  originated,  one 
student  had  his  passport  inside  his  Bible  in 
the  metal  desk  drawer. 

When  the  student  returned  to  his 
charred  room,  he  was  panicked,  knowing 
he  couldn't  get  a  new  passport  in  time  to 
go  to  Peru  for  a  college  service  project. 
Though  his  desk  had  been  thrown  from 
the  window,  the  Bible  was  retrieved 
undamaged  along  with  the  passport  inside 
it.  Meanwhile,  in  the  room,  a  leather- 
covered  Bible  survived  the  inferno  on  a 
window  sill. 

"You  have  to  think  something  spiritual 
happened,"  one  student  reflected.  "This  is 
truly  amazing."

Few  can  hope  to  touch  as  many  lives 
as  Dr.  Harold  Haas  has  during  his  47 
years  in  the  classroom. 

The  professor  of  psychology  has 
retired  with  the  distinction  of  professor 
emeritus,  but  his  spirit  and  love  of 
teaching,  psychology  and  life  will 
remain  as  his  legacy.  In  his  soft-spoken, 
genuine  manner,  Haas  has  set  an 
excellent  example  as  a  teaching 
professor,  scholar  and  student  of  life. 

Says  Dr.  Robert  Spuller,  vice  president 
and  dean  for  academic  affairs,  "He  has 
been  a  strong  advocate  for  lifelong 
learning  and,  as  such,  has  been  an 
outstanding  model  for  his  students  and 
his  colleagues." 

Haas  leads  his  students  through 
experiential  learning  and  motivates 
them  through  his  example.  He  says  one 
of  the  most  satisfying  courses  he's  taught 
has  been  the  internship  program  which 
places  students  in  agencies  for  hands-on 
learning. 

"What  these  experiences  give  them  is 
the  opportunity  to  open  up  their  vision 
of  the  world,"  Haas  says.  "Occasionally, 
students  will  find  out  that  they  don't 
want  to  do  what  they  thought  they  did 
and  that's  part  of  its  purpose.  Better  to 
find  out  now  than  later." 

Despite  his  many  years  of  education 
and  experience,  Haas  is  always  looking 
to  keep  one  step  ahead,  as  Dr.  Ruth 
Bookstaber,  psychology  department 
chairperson  reflects. 
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"Two  years  ago,  we  needed  someone 
to  teach  abnormal  psychology  which 
Harold  hadn't  taught  in  a  while.  The 
major  criteria  from  the  Diagnostic  and 
Statistical  Manual  of  Mental  Disorders 
had  changed.  But  on  his  own,  he  went 
to  a  workshop  in  Raleigh  to  get  himself 
up  to  date  so  he  could  have  the  most 
recent  knowledge,"  recalls  Bookstaber. 
"It's  most  easy  to  rest  on  your  laurels. 
But  for  him  to  have  done  that  because 
he  was  going  to  be  teaching  this  course 
shows  how  very  important  teaching  is  to 
him." 

Bookstaber,  now  in  her  fourth  year  at 
L-R,  says  Haas  was  there  to  lend  a  hand 
during  her  transition  to  department 
chairperson.  Seeing  the  success  of  his 
students  is  Haas'  greatest  reward. 
Bookstaber  said  that  was  most  evident 
when  he  and  retired  sociology  professor 
Ted  Thuesen  and  their  spouses  took  her 
to  a  Playmakers  production  as  part  of 
her  job  interview  at  L-R. 

"They  had  such  pride  in  the  students' 
contributions  and  that  convinced  me 
more  than  anything  else  to  come  here." 

One  student  Haas  is  particularly 
proud  of  is  Dr.  David  Ludwig,  professor 
of  psychology. 

Ludwig  was  in  Haas'  class  during  his 
days  of  teaching  at  Concordia  Senior 
College  in  Fort  Wayne,  Ind.  In  some 
ways,  their  professional  careers  have 
paralleled  one  another;  both  are 


ordained  ministers  and  practicing 
psychologists.  In  fact,  it  was  Ludwig 
who  led  Haas  to  Lenoir-Rhyne  in  1979. 

"He  was  the  professor  who  first 
inspired  me  to  follow  a  career  in 
psychology,"  Ludwig  says.  "He  had 
really  incredible  insight  into  what  was 
wrong  with  people  and  how  to  help 
them.  That  really  sparked  my  interest. 
In  fact,  when  I  went  out  on  a  vicarage 
during  seminary,  I  came  back  and 
taught  for  him  while  he  was  on 
sabbatical." 

Haas  and  Ludwig  have  successfully 
combined  both  the  spiritual  and 
psychological  aspects  of  counseling.  In 
the  past  few  years,  Haas  has  been 
conducting  a  five-year  research  project 
analyzing  personality  traits  of  clergy 
candidates. 

When  you  talk  to  Haas,  he  shrugs  off 
the  opportunity  to  discuss  his 
accomplishments.  But  says  Bookstaber, 
"He  doesn't  see  his  accomplishments  as 
being  as  great  as  those  of  us  who  have 
worked  with  him  realize  him  to  be. 
There's  not  a  course  that  we  teach  that 
he  hasn't  either  taught  or  has  intimate 
knowledge  of  the  subject  matter.  In  a 
specialized  field,  he  is  the  ultimate 
generalist.  Needless  to  say,  I'm  going  to 
miss  him  terribly." 

Haas  will  teach  two  courses  this 
summer.  After  that,  he  plans  to  travel 
with  wife,  Ruth,  and  do  volunteer  work. 
They  have  five  grown  children.

What's  next 
for  Cline  Gym?

On  the  surface,  it's  one 
of  the  college's  most 
distinctive  buildings,  but 
the  signs  of  age  are  clearly 
showing.  So  much  so  that 
in  April,  the  73-year-old 
Cline  Gym  was  recently 
closed  to  general  use. 

The  move  came  on  the 
heels  of  a  structural  audit 
by  architectural  engineers. 
It  showed  that 
deterioration  was  to  the 
point  that  the  facility 
should  no  longer  be 
occupied.  Meanwhile,  the 
cost  to  repair  it  would 
likely  run  into  the  millions. 
The  audit  was  called  for 
when  the  college  tried  to 
make  roof  repairs  and 
roofers  discovered  the  roof 
supports  had  totally 
deteriorated. 

"Any  renovation  would 
require  a  complete  gutting 
of  the  building  back  to  the 
brick  shell,  reinforcing  that, 
and  starting  over,"  said 
Skip  Duhlstine,  vice 

president  for  administration  and  finance.  The  gym  has  no  internal 
supports  or  steel  reinforcements,  and  undertaking  such  a  multi- 
million  dollar  renovation  project  would  raise  questions  about 
stewardship  of  college  funds,  he  added.  "And  an  overriding 
question  would  be  if  the  size  and  location  of  (the  shell)  is  the  best 
choice  for  our  current  and  future  needs." 

In  the  interests  of  safety,  the  building  was  officially  closed  to 
classes  and  rehearsals  this  spring.  Though  the  first  floor  had  not 
been  used  on  a  daily  basis  for  several  years,  the  basement  did 
house  the  art  department  and  laundry  which  have  since  been 
relocated  to  other  areas  of  campus.  Although  new  facilities  for 
those  operations  may  actually  better  serve  those  functions, 
potential  loss  of  the  former  gym  does  stir  sentiments  of  alumni, 


friends  and  others  interested  in  the  historic  and  architectural 
preservation. 

"I  don't  like  to  see  buildings  torn  down,  but  I  don't  think  the 
college  has  many  options,"  says  Jeff  Norris  '52,  assistant  to  the 
Board  of  Trustees  and  long-term  supporter  of  Hickory  Landmarks 
Society.  He  says  plans  have  been  drawn  over  the  years  to  renovate 
the  structure  into  a  theatre/arts  complex,  but  no  donors  appeared 
to  be  interested  in  funding  the  project. 

Norris  relates  that  the  1923  structure  was  not  built  well  from 
the  onset.  As  the  story  goes,  faculty  and  students  initially  asked 
permission  to  construct  the  building  themselves.  The  project, 
fueled  by  enthusiastic  athletes  who  desperately  wanted  a  gym  on 
campus,  was  probably  not  actually  built  by  L-R  personnel,  but  the 
blueprints  were  changed  several  times  during  construction. 

Yet,  for  all  its  faults,  Cline  was  erected  with  no  vertical 
supports  to  obstruct  the  floor.  The  self-supporting  roof  — 
probably  the  largest  in  Catawba  County  —  renders  it  unique.  The 
attic  level  was  actually  hung  from  the  frames  of  the  roof.  This 
once  housed  mens  dorm  rooms  and  later,  the  music  department. 


Cline  Gym,  site  of  many  dances,  games  and  later  theatrical 
performances  and  rehearsals,  never  had  a  swimming  pool, 
though  legend  has  it  that  such  a  project  was  started  and  later 
abandoned. 

The  building  was  named  for  Dr.  W.  P  Cline,  a  founder  of  the 
college,  following  suit  after  naming  of  the  Yoder  Building  for  first 
president,  Rev.  R.A.  Yoder.  Even  so,  the  gym  is  not  directly 
associated  with  a  major  historical  event  or  personality.  Adds 
Norris,  "For  whatever  reason,  no  group  has  ever  focused 
attention  on  this  building." 

As  for  the  fate  of  the  building?  That  rests  with  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  who  are  expected  to  discuss  the  matter  later  this 
summer.

'  f  you  had  told  Andrew  Haputa  in  1994  that  he'd  be 
entering  med  school  this  summer,  he  probably  would 

.have  burst  out  laughing. 

Two  years  ago,  the  29-year  old  Navy  veteran  was  rising 
on  the  management  ladder  at  Eckerd  Drugs,  managing  a 
store  of  20  employees  and  living  a  fairly  comfortable  life 
near  Charlotte.  He  only  had  a  year  or  so  of  college  under 
his  belt,  and  he  had  little  expectations  of  changing  that. 

And  then  L-R  took  a  chance  on  him.  "And  now  I  have  a 
chance  to  follow  my  dream,"  he  says.  He  shared  that  dream 
this  spring  at  the  annual  L-R  Endowment  Dinner  as  one  of 
the  more  than  300  students  who  are  recipients  of  endowed 
scholarships  at  the  college. 

Since  he  was  a  boy,  Haputa  has  wanted  to  be  a  physician. 
On  Aug.  9,  he'll  take  a  big  step  toward  that  goal  when  he 
receives  his  B.S.  degree  in  biology.  Then,  at  32  —  when 
most  people  are  completing  their  residency  —  he  will  enter 
med  school.  He  won't  be  board  certified  to  practice 
medicine  until  he's  nearly  40,  but  the  wait  doesn't  bother 
him.  It  will  be  worth  it,  he  says,  to  do  what  he  truly  wants 
to  do. 

"This  was  meant  to  be,"  Haputa  says  wholeheartedly. 
"I  realized  back  in  '94  that  I  had  this  dream  that  I  wasn't 
really  doing  what  I  wanted  to  do.  I  was  nervous  all  right."

Late  bloomer  thrives  at  L-R 


Haputa  was  looking  for  a  small,  church-related  school 
where  he  could  get  individual  attention. 

"I  remember  checking  into  the  cost  of  Lenoir- Rhyne.* 
It  was  a  daunting  amount,"  he  says.  "But  I  went  ahead  and 
applied,  thinking  if  this  is  meant  to  be,  it  will  come 
through.  A  lifelong  Lutheran,  Haputa  believes  that  God 
was  telling  him  what  to  do.  All  he  had  to  do  was  answer 
the  call. 

"Christ  told  his  disciples  to  forsake  everything  and 
follow  him.  I  guess  you  could  say  I  did  the  same  thing;  I 
sold  everything  so  I  could  follow  this  calling." 

Thanks  to  the  generosity  of  those  who  have  supported 
the  college,  he  says,  he  was  able  to  finance  the  venture. 
Financial  aid  combined  with  his  veteran's  benefits,  work  as 
a  resident  assistant  on  campus  and  at  Eckerd's  on 
weekends,  he's  managed  to  finance  his  education.  At  the 
same  time,  he  has  excelled  in  the  classroom. 

Though  not  a  scholar  in  high  school,  Haputa  will 
graduate  magna  cum  laude  next  month  with  a  respectable 
3.7  GPA.  That  plus  the  advantage  of  knowing  his 
professors  did  win  him  acceptance  at  six  medical  schools 
including  Dartmouth  and  Oklahoma.  He  has  chosen 
UNC-Chapel  Hill. 


"Plenty  of  pre-med  students  have  higher  GPAs,"  Haputa 
explains,  "But  going  to  a  school  like  Lenoir-Rhyne  means 
my  professors  know  me  well.  That  really  shows  in  the 
letters  of  recommendation."  A  good  recommendation 
makes  all  the  difference. 

It  hasn't  been  all  smooth  sailing  at  L-R.  "I  wondered  how 
I'd  be  accepted,"  he  says.  Haputa,  a  West  Band  Cherokee, 
was  well  aware  that  L-R  is  a  traditional,  predominately 
white  school. 

Haputa  soon  learned  that  his  fears  were  groundless.  He 
gelled  with  students  who  are  two-thirds  of  his  age.  In  fact, 
he  became  involved  in  some  remarkable  extracurricular 
activities.  This  spring,  he  co-chaired  L-R's  second 
Woodland  Nations  Indian  Powwow  and  in  May  traveled 
with  students  to  Peru  for  a  work/study  project. 

And  for  two  seasons,  he  even  played  football.  "I  was 
probably  the  oldest  player  in  (NCAA)  Division  II,"  he 
laughs.  "I  wasn't  on  the  first  string,  but  I  was  on  the  team." 

He  adds,  "L-R  has  taken  a  chance  on  me,  and  I  am 
grateful.  If  you  hold  on  to  your  dream  and  believe  in 
yourself,  you  can  do  anything  you  set  your  heart  on."

Education  Department 
takes  its  message, 
mission  to  local 
neighborhoods

Whether  it's  educating  parents  how  to  discipline,  tutoring 
students  in  an  impoverished  neighborhood  or  serving 
as  an  advocate  for  the  deaf,  Lenoir-Rhyne's  education 
faculty  and  students  are  in  the  community  trying  to  make  things 
better. 

For  a  teaching  faculty  like  L-R's,  the  work  doesn't  end  at 
5  p.m.  In  fact,  it  may  be  the  beginning  of  another  job. 

"We  need  to  keep  in  touch  with  the  real  world,  more  than  just 
what  the  newest  books  tell  us,"  says  Barbara  Andrew,  associate 
professor  and  department  chairperson  of  education.  "In  order  for 
us  to  keep  updated,  we  have  to  stay  involved  in  all  kinds  of 
research,  meet  educators  in  the  schools  and  work  with  children 
in  our  community." 

L-Rs  education  program  is  accredited  by  the  National  Council 
for  Accreditation  of  Teacher  Education  (NCATE)  for  the 
preparation  of  teachers  in  the  undergraduate  and  graduate 
levels.  Part  of  NCATE's  rigorous  requirements  include 
meaningful  community  involvement  to  inform  faculty  and 
students  on  real-life  practices. 

Keeping  up 

"It  keeps  us  up  on  what's  going  on,"  Andrew  says.  "When 
you're  teaching,  you  can't  just  do  it  from  a  book.  It's  always 
changing." 

Andrew  walks  the  talk.  She  chairs  the  department,  teaches  and 
serves  as  director  of  teacher  education  at  Lenoir-Rhyne,  and  she 
consults  with  Catawba  County  Schools  (where  she  worked 
before

Dr.  Donald  Hayes,  Michael  Peeler  professor  of  education,  also 
walks  the  talk.  Since  1973,  Hayes  has  directed  and  coordinated  a 
month-long  academically  gifted  summer  enrichment  program 
which  also  helps  prepare  teachers  through  workshops  to  work 
with  the  academically  gifted.  He  is  one  of  the  pioneers  of 
developing  appropriate  AG  teaching  techniques  and  consults 
with  school  districts  throughout  the  Southeast. 

In  addition,  Hayes  is  active  in  giving  back  to  the  community 
through  a  variety  of  other  programs.  For  example,  he  served  as 
chairman  for  both  Catawba  County  Partnership  for  Children,  or 
Smart  Start  Initiative,  and  the  county's  Children's  Advocacy 
Council.  On  the  state  level,  he  serves  on  the  School 
Improvement  Panel.  Since  1990,  he's  taken  L-R  elementary 
education  majors  to  a  variety  of  businesses  and  housing  projects 
to  teach  parents  there  how  to  improve  their  skills. 

"The  primary  goal  of  this  program  is  to  help  them  develop 
skills  in  working  with  students  and  parents  of  diverse 
backgrounds,"  says  Hayes  of  his  experience  taking  sophomore 
and  juniors  to  the  Southwest  Hickory  project  Ridgecrest.  "Often 
this  is  a  completely  new  experience;  some  of  our  students  may 
have  had  limited  experience  interacting  with  students  of 
different  backgrounds." 

In  the  same  vein,  assistant  professor  Dr.  Eileen  Parson  teaches 
a  class  in  educational  psychology  which  requires  tutoring 
children  at  the  Family  and  Community  Economic  Development 
(FACED)  Center  in  the  Ridgeview  community. 

Rising  junior  David  Eckard  of  Hickory  was  among  the 
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students  to  participate.  "It's  been  interesting.  It's  a  new 
experience  working  with  kids  this  age  and  seeing  the  differences 
in  their  culture.  I'm  going  to  miss  it.  It's  been  fun  to  watch  the 
kids  and  see  them  get  excited  about  learning." 

Andrew  Thacker,  a  rising  junior  from  Fairfax,  Va.,  says  the 
experience  gave  meaning  to  him.  "You  go  in  a  classroom  and  you 
learn  ideas  but  here  we  get  to  apply  what  we've  learned." 

Last  year,  Associate  Professor  Dr.  Mark  Dewalt  started  a 
program  with  Alexander  County  Schools  to  allow  L-R  students 
to  work  with  children  from  kindergarten  through  third-grade  to 
help  improve  their  reading  levels  during  a  summer  program. 
The  program,  offered  at  both  Bethlehem  and  Hiddenite 
elementary  schools,  was  created  by  Dewalt  and  Alexander 
Superintendent  Dr.  Robert  Austin.  Under  the  guidance  of  master 
teachers,  the  L-R  students  diagnose  reading  problems  and 
provide  instruction  on  how  to  overcome  them. 

"The  school  system  was  concerned  that  new  graduates  did  not 
have  enough  experience  in  the  classroom  particularly  with 
teaching  reading.  Through  this  program,  our  students  get 
experience  working  with  kids  and  get  the  chance  to  work  with 
master  teachers  which  allows  them  to  apply  what  they're 
learning,"  Dewalt  says. 

L-R  also  serves  as  a  resource  center  for  area  educators.  Last 
spring,  the  college  hosted  the  Catawba  County  Partnership  for 
Children  Conference.  About  50  representatives  from  area 
agencies  and  schools  attended  the  conference  which  included 
presentations  by  L-R  faculty  on  working  with  diverse 
populations  and  quality  childcare. 

Outreach  after  hours 

While  many  of  the  faculty  consult  part-time,  others  actually 
take  second  jobs  which  complement  their  teaching  loads  at 
Lenoir- Rhyne  and  help  students  gain  valuable  contacts. 

Two  such  people  are  Dr.  Gail  Summer,  assistant  professor  and 
coordinator  of  the  college's  B-K  program,  and  Dr.  Kathy 
Whitesell  '74,  associate  professor  of  deaf  education.  Until  last 
month,  Summer  was  also  director  of  early  childhood  education 
for  Hickory  Public  Schools.  Whitesell  manages  the  Morganton 
office  of  Beginnings  and  serves  as  its  educational  outreach 
specialist.  Both  also  work  with  other  agencies  to  help  improve 
the  lives  of  young  children  and  the  deaf. 

With  one  of  the  highest  rates  of  working  mothers 
in  the  country,  Catawba  County  depends  heavily  on 
childcare  centers.  Summer  has  made  it  her  mission 
to  ensure  they're  good  quality  as  well.  Not  only  did 
she  and  L-R  have  a  hand  in  helping  create  the  centers 
at  three  local  schools,  but  she's  consulted  with 
countless  other  efforts. 

She's  worked  with  the  Infant-Toddler  Preschool 
Center  at  Family  Connections  which  serves  children 
with  disabilities.  She  and  Kathy  Giovannini  M.A.  '95 
of  the  Catawba  Science  Center  wrote  a  preschool 
science  program  which  received  an  expansion  Smart 
Start  grant  to  be  used  countywide.  Traveling  through 
the  region,  Summer  also  consults  with  childcare 
centers  on  issues  relating  to  integrating  children  with 
disabilities,  age-appropriate  activities  and  how  to 
foster  development. 

"Childcare  providers  realize  I  don't  live  in  an  ivory 
tower,"  says  Summer.  "These  experiences  keep  me 
current  and  very  realistic  about  what's  out  there." 

Leaving  the  job  with  the  school  system,  Summer 


will  continue  to  consult  with  them.  Working  the  80-hour  weeks 
took  a  toll,  but  was  worth  it.  "I  know  our  students  are  getting  the 
best  student-teaching  experiences  because  they  are  now  learning 
in  the  environments  that  we  helped  create." 

Inspiring  struggle 

Watching  her  family  struggle  to  cope  with  her  sister's  deafness 
inspired  Whitesell  to  educate  others  about  deafness.  She  knows 
the  difficulties  that  families,  many  of  whom  may  have  never 
interacted  with  the  deaf,  go  through.  Whitesell  herself  wasn't 
even  exposed  to  sign  language  until  her  senior  year  at  L-R 
because  the  family  simply  communicated  with  her  sister  with 
make-do  signs. 

"People  who  stay  in  the  classroom  all  the  time  can  be  very 
condescending  with  parents.  You  see  parents  who  cannot  even 
communicate  with  their  child  meaningfully  But  until  you've 
walked  in  their  shoes,  you  have  no  idea  what  it's  like,"  she  says. 

Nonprofit  and  funded  by  the  state,  Beginnings  enables 
Whitesell  to  advocate  for  the  deaf  with  schools  and  employers 
and  provide  services  for  families. 

"Beginnings  is  a  place  where  we  try  to  empower  the  parent  or 
professional  to  make  their  own  decisions,"  Whitesell  explains. 
"Providing  objective  information  is  part  of  it.  Because  the  field  of 
deafness  is  so  political,  our  mission  is  to  give  bounds  and 
objective  information  so  they  can  make  the  decisions  that  are 
right  for  their  child  and  their  family.  Communication  alone  is  a 
big  factor  in  deafness.  For  example,  they  can  use  American  Sign 
Language,  cued  speech  or  signed  English  in  addition  to  aural 
and/or  oral  methods.  We  try  to  help  them  make  good  decisions 
early  on  in  their  life  so  that  they  can  get  on  with  life." 

In  addition,  Whitesell  also  teaches  at  N.C.  School  for  the  Deaf 
where  deaf  education  majors  take  many  of  their  advanced 
classes.  In  the  intensive  program,  they  also  tutor  the  students 
and  "adopt"  a  class  which  allows  them  more  hands-on  teaching 
experience.  She's  also  considering  opening  a  literacy  lab,  staffed 
by  L-R  students,  for  use  by  deaf  students  at  N.C.S.D.  and  other 
public  schools. 

"Obviously  I  like  what  I'm  doing  or  I  wouldn't  be  burning  the 
candle  at  both  ends,"  she  says.  "The  more  I  do  to  broaden  my 
understanding  and  to  deepen  it,  the  more  effective  I  can  be  as  a 
teacher  and  an  advocate."

When  the  Soldiers'  Reunion 
Parade  rolls  by  the  town  square 
on  Aug.  15,  Wayne  Dellinger 
won't  be  on  the  sidelines.  For  more  years 
than  some  care  to  count  now,  he's  been 
behind  the  scenes  on  South  College 
Street,  directing  all  200  units  ranging 
from  marching  bands  and  ragtag 
Confederates  to  decorated  lawn  tractors 
and  a  rotating  burger  from  Dianne's  Dairy 
Center. 

Wayne  Dellinger,  an  alumnus  of 
Lenoir- Rhyne  and  city  alderman  for  15 
years  now,  is  no  stranger  to  hometown 
celebrations  and  what  makes  them  tick. 

"Have  plenty  of  good  volunteers  and 
keep  politics  out  of  it,"  he  advises.  "If  you 
have  good  people  willing  to  help, 
everything  will  fall  into  place." 

He  ought  to  know.  The  Soldiers' 
Reunion  is  touted  as  the  biggest  event  of 
its  kind  for  miles  around.  It  all  began 
back  in  1889  when  a  group  of 
Confederate  veterans  met  in  Newton  to 
share  old  war  stories.  Now,  107  years 
later,  it's  a  salute  to  the  past  and  the 
present.  And  it's  not  just  for  the  Stars  and 
Bars  crowd  —  there  are  plenty  trans- 
planted Yankees  in  town  these  days,  too. 

"We  honor  veterans  of  all  wars," 
Dellinger  explains. 

Dellinger  gets  phone  calls  throughout 
the  year  from  researchers  who  want  to 
know  if  it's  true  that  Newton's  parade 
really  is  the  oldest  one  in  the  nation  (just 
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two  years  older  than  Lenoir-Rhyne 
College  herself!).  It's  actually  America's 
longest  continuous  celebration  honoring 
veterans. 

And  after  20-odd  years  of  planning  and 
directing  much  of  what  goes  on  in 
Newton  that  week,  he's  something  of  an 
expert  on  what  to  do  and  not  to  do  when 
it  comes  to  celebrations.  Dellinger  says 
the  parade  pretty  much  runs  itself.  "We 
may  get  50  to  70  calls  each  year.  The  rest 
we  just  know  to  count  on  and  they  show 
up." 

"The  week  of  activities  are  planned 
under  the  auspices  of  the  Downtown 
Development  Commission  and  the 
American  Legion."  Dellinger,  a  Vietnam- 
era  veteran  and  businessman,  is  part  of

both,  but  he  admits  the  work  hasn't 
always  been  smooth  sailing.  For  example, 
there  have  been  feathers  ruffled  over  the 
parade  lineup. 

"The  Democrats  and  the  Republicans 
were  quarreling  a  few  years  back  over 
who  led  the  parade.  To  be  fair,  we  worked 


out  a  compromise  so  they  alternate 
years,"  says  Dellinger.  "Everybody  wants 
to  be  first,  but  if  you  ask  me,  you're  better 
off  in  the  middle  of  the  parade  or  toward 
the  back  —  that's  the  part  people 
remember  most.  When  you  think  about 
Christmas  parades,  where  do  they  put 
Santa  Claus?  At  the  end!" 

Dellinger's  love  for  his  hometown 
comes  from  a  deep-seated  interest  in 
people.  "I  realize  that  people  in  the  past 
made  this  possible  to  have  what  we  have 
now,  so  I  want  to  give  back  something  to 
the  community" 

And  give  back  he  has.  Not  only  has  he 
operated  Dellinger's  Department  Store  for 
30-odd  years,  but  he's  involved  in  most 
every  aspect  of  city  life.  This  fall,  he'll 
open  a  bowling  alley,  a  welcome  addition 
to  the  community. 

"It's  one  project  I  can  honestly  say 
everyone  is  pleased  to  see  happen,"  he 
laughs.  "When  you've  been  in  local 
politics  as  long  as  I  have,  you're  used  to 
criticism.  This  time  around,  I  haven't 
heard  any." 

The  alderman  was  first  elected  to  the 
Board  in  1969  —  eight  years  after  he  left 
Lenoir-Rhyne.  "Both  my  wife  Jackie  and  I 
took  what  was  called  the  commercial 
course  at  L-R  in  the  1960s.  It  was  a  two- 
year  program."  Wayne,  who  says  he  was 
"no  scholar"  and  "not  a  student 
government  leader  by  any  stretch  of  the 
imagination"  was  part  of  football  glory 
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days  on  campus.  Though  he  didn't  play 
sports,  he  cheered  the  Bears  and  Coach 
Stasavich  on  to  a  National  Championship 
in  1960. 

In  the  classroom,  Dellinger  excelled  in 
math  and  bookkeeping,  which  have 
served  him  well  as  a  small-town 
businessman  and  civic  leader.  In  the  early 
1970s,  he  found  himself  on  the  Soldiers' 
Reunion  Committee. 

"1  saw  that  the  reunion  was  losing 
momentum  1  remembered  as  a  kid,"  he 
recalls,  "and  I  wanted  to  do  what  1  could 
to  keep  it  going  and  preserve  it  for  the 
next  generation." 

And  preserve  it  he  has.  The  activities 
now  include  an  annual  beauty  pageant, 
street  dancing,  gospel  sing,  jazz  festival, 
foot  race,  bike  race  and  vendors  who 
hawk  their  wares  around  a  town  square 
festooned  in  red  white  and  blue.  Last  year, 
the  Committee  brought  in  a  half-size 


replica  of  the  Vietnam  Veterans'  Memorial 
in  Washington,  D.C.  This  year,  Gov.  Jim 
Hunt  will  do  the  honors  of  addressing  the 
August  crowd  that  Thursday. 

A  big  feature  of  the  week  is  Cruise 
Night,  a  brainchild  of  Dellinger  and  Gary 
Bolick,  a  fellow  old  car  enthusiast.  They 
talked  it  up  a  few  years  ago,  eventually 
adding  a  car  show  with  "no  judges" 
(keeping  politics  out )  and  a  Sunday  of 
family  fun  and  enjoyment.  He  recruited 
local  radio  deejay  and  entrepreneur  Dave 
Lingafelt  of  WNNC  to  promote  it. 
Response  has  been  overwhelming. 

"We  have  about  500  old  cars  and 
trucks  show  up  every  year  now,"  says 
Dellinger.  "The  only  stipulation  we  have 
is  that  the  vehicles  must  be  from  1972  or 
before  and  that  they're  in  running 
condition."  In  some  cases,  that  Sunday 
night  drive  is  about  as  far  as  some  of  the 
old  cars  will  go,  but  the  point  is  to  have 


fun  on  Newton's  Night  of  Nights. 

You  just  never  know  where  a  good  idea 
may  lead.  "I  know  there  have  been  people 
who  have  gone  out  and  bought  an  old  car 
just  so  they  could  show  it  off  on  Cruise 
Night,"  Dellinger  says. 

Surprisingly,  the  man  who  came  up 
with  that  wild  &  crazy  idea,  the  man  who 
has  been  known  to  dress  up  to  play  a 
cameo  role  incognito  in  the  Reunion 
parade,  is  in  fact  a  self-avowed 
conservative. 

"I  hope  people  will  remember  me  as 
someone  who  took  pride  in  Newton,"  he 
muses.  "One  who  looked  after  the 
taxpayer  while  giving  the  people  the 
services  and  facilities  they  need  to  be  part 
of  a  city  they're  proud  of."

Saudis  salute 

a  very  special  nurse 

W'hen  Deborah  Kuehnert  78  went  to  Saudi  Arabia  in 
January  1994  to  work  in  the  Northern  Area  Armed 
Forces  Hospital  in  Hafar  Al  Batin,  she  achieved  a  lifelong 
dream.  When  she  left  the  Kingdom  in  March,  she  left  to  the 
salutes  of  airport  personnel. 

Kuehnert,  who  worked  as  chief  laboratory  technologist  at 
the  hospital  at  the  largest  military  base  in  Saudi,  along  with  a 
Scottish  nurse  became  the  first  two  foreign  citizens  and 
women  to  be  honored  with  the  Service  of  Appreciation  Award, 
an  honor  rarely  given  by  the  Royal  Family 

While  at  the  hospital,  Kuehnert  and  the  nurse,  Eileen 
Clancy,  set  up  the  first  ever  training  program  for  military 
nurses.  Working  nights  and  weekends,  the  two  women 
developed  study  materials  and  classes  for  12  male  nurses. 

"A  lot  of  them  had  been  there  for  years,  and  nobody  had 
taken  any  time  to  instruct  them  in  basic  nursing,"  said 
Kuehnert,  now  back  in  Hickory.  "Some  of  them  actually  cried 
when  we  left." 

In  the  Saudi  military,  the  men  are  stationed  at  various  points 
in  the  area  including  the  hospital.  Her  students  had  not  had 
any  previous  instruction  in  basic  first  aid  or  other  techniques 
so  they  were  starting  from  zero.  Language  and  even  gender 
proved  to  be  barriers. 


"It  is  very  unusual  for  women  to  teach  men," 
she  said.  'We  had  to  teach  one  class  from  behind 
a  screen." 

Kuehnert  and  Clancy  were  honored  for  their 
efforts.  They  also  left  behind  materials  and 
information  on  the  computer  to  develop  the 
course  to  a  three-  to  four-year  program. 

To  say  it's  a  plaque  seems  a  grave  disservice. 
Mounted  on  a  black  quartz  base,  the  plaque 
features  lettering  and  the  seal  of  the  Ministry  of 
Aviation  and  Defence  (sic,  using  the  British 
spelling  for  defense)  in  pure  gold.  Because  the 
Arabic  alphabet  is  different  from  ours,  one  of  her 
students  had  to  hand-inscribe  the  plaque  for  her, 
which  makes  it  all  the  more  meaningful,  she  said. 
She  recalled  the  feeling  of  dread  that  overcame 
her  as  she  was  leaving  Saudi  at  the  airport.  She 
was  called  aside,  saluted  and  moved  to  a  first- 
class  seat  on  the  flight. 

"We  were  both  very  shocked  and  humbled," 
she  recalled. 

Only  two  of  the  men  spoke  any  English  and 
they  helped  them  with  the  instruction.  Plus,  the 
language  of  medicine  is  basically  English,  so  there 
was  some  instruction  in  English  scientific  and 
medical  terminology.  The  opportunity  allowed 
Kuehnert  to  blend  two  of  her  loves:  biology  and 
teaching. 

"For  as  long  as  I  can  remember,  I  wanted  to 
teach,"  she  said. 

Before  going  to  Saudi,  she  worked  for  Frye 
Regional  Medical  Center  in  Hickory  for  25  years.  It  was  there, 
in  fact,  that  she  worked  the  graveyard  shift  while  she  pursued 
her  degree  in  biology  taking  classes  during  the  day.  She  had 
worked  her  way  up  to  laboratory  technical  director  at  Frye 
where  she  oversaw  all  daily  operations  and  the  laboratory/ 
pathology  quality  control  and  assurance  department. 
Going  to  Saudi  was  her  first  experience  abroad.  An 
experience  it  was. 

As  a  woman,  Kuehnert  found  herself  under  a  very  strict 
code  of  conduct  which  restricted  her  travel,  shopping  and 
dress.  She,  like  Saudi  women,  had  to  wear  an  abaya,  black 
head  cover,  when  she  went  out.  Because  she  had  to  work 
around  sensitive  equipment  and  could  get  the  abaya  caught, 
she  and  other  Western  women  compromised  with  a  nurse's 
cap. 

"I  now  have  a  better  understanding  of  Muslims,  their 
culture,"  Kuehnert  said.  "It  helps  me  better  understand  the 
politics  of  the  region  and  the  world.  The  Islam  religion  is  very 
strong  and  evident  in  how  they  perceive  the  world  and  in  the 
way  they  are  governed." 

Kuehnert  said  she  is  considering  returning  to  Saudi  some 
day,  perhaps  in  a  different  area.  She  also  plans  to  eventually 
earn  master's  and  doctoral  degrees.

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Jennifer  Brinkley  '81  is  the 
owner  of  Bas,  a  12-year-old 

Dutch  Warmblood  that  was 
headed  for  Summer  Olympics  in 
Atlanta. 

He  was  attempting  to  qualify 
to  complete  with  the  U.S. 
Equestrian  Team  in  dressage 
techniques.  Dressage  comprises 
movements  including  trotting 
and  precise  walking  which 
originated  by  European  knights 
in  armor.  Horses  that  qualify  in 
this  area  of  competition  undergo 
years  of  special  training.  Bas  has 
been  training  since  age  3  and  has 
many  ribbons  and  awards  from 
past  competitions.  But  the  dream 
fell  short  as  Bas  made  the  Top  25, 
but  not  the  cut  of  12. 

Brinkley  purchased  the  1,500- 
pound  horse  seven  years  ago  in 
South  America. 

"I  knew  he  was  special  the 
first  time  I  saw  him,"  Brinkley 
says.  She  and  Bas  and  several 
other  Olympic  hopefuls 
competed  for  a  spot  on  the  team 
which  consists  of  four  horses

and  one  alternate. 

"I'm  pleased  with  his  per- 
formance," she  says.  "The 
competition  is  incredible,  with 
many  elegant  prized  horses 
competing.  Bas  is  qualifying  at 
around  66  percent,  which  means 
he's  winning  two  of  three 
competitions." 

The  average  age  of  horses  who 
have  qualified  for  the  team  is  14, 
so  Bas,  at  12,  has  time  to  gain 
more  experience,  but  with 
Olympic  qualifying  complete,  he 
is  still  hard  at  work. 

"The  great  thing  about  our 
sport  is  there's  always  another 
competition,"  adds  Brinkley. 
"He  will  be  competing  in  the 
Volvo  World  Equestrian  Cup  this 
summer,  so  there's  no  time  for 
wishing  for  what  could  have 
been." 

After  earning  a  degree  in 
psychology,  Brinkley  worked 
with  her  father,  Albert  Schneider, 
as  a  bookkeeper-office  manager 
at  Schneider  Mills  in  Statesville 
and  Taylorsville.
